Hirst Says Highway Or- 


ganization Faces Com- 
plete Disruption Un- 
less Funds Are Voted 


The Wisconsin highway organiz- 


ation perfected after 14 years of 
experience, faces complete disrup- 
tion, next summer along with the 
J25,000,000 annual construction pro- 
gram, unless a special session of 
the legislature is called by 
Gov. 


Blaine to provide funds to meet the 
1323 federal aid, A. R.' Hirst, chief 
engineer for the. highway commis- 
sion, said'Thursday. 


Reorganization will be impossi- 


ble should the governor fail to call 
the legislature back for the pur- 
pose of providing for highway work 
after congress passes a new fed- 
eral aid law, according to 
Mr. 


Hirst. 


"The future of Wisconsin high- 


ways will rest in the hands of G-ov. 
Blaine as soon as congress passes 
the federal irid bill," he said. "There 
will be no time then for the next 
legislature to provide funds. Un- 
less the whole organization is to 
be thrown back at least three, years, 
it will be necessary to have the leg- 
islature take steps to- meet the 
situation." 


Divisional engineers meet 
here. 


Monday to consider the 
situation. 


The commission will meet Tuesday 
with Mr. Hirst for the most im- 
portant session in years, he i~ys, 
to work out re-organization plans 
for the next year, with the program 
for 1923 still 
beyond the point 


where plans can be made. 


"The past legislature granted us 


merely $168,000 for administration 
purposes," Mr. Hirst said. 
"This 


amount scarcely more. than covers 
the overhead expenses of the cen- 
tral office of the commission. The 
greater amount of our organiza- 
tion outside is 
then 
maintained 


through cost against the job under 
construction. 


"Engineer organization, super-vi- 


sional work, the inspection system, 
and general surveys 
are 
largely 


paid out of federal aid jobs. When 
the state fails to meet this aid, the 
•organization we have built up win 
be disbanded through lack of funds, 
and there will be nothing to do. 


"Approximately 
$2,000,000 
of 


state aid work would continue, but 
this is only a fraction of the pres- 
ent expenditures. 
When thnt time 


comes my work will end along with 
that of a large part of the commis- 
sion's force." 


Gqv. Blaine has 
expressed 
the 


opinion in a statement and to Mr. 
Hirst that there would be no need 
for a special session. He declared 
that it was his belief that the 192S 
legislature could take up the high- 
way problem as soon as it met and 
dispose of it. 


"The problem conld not be met in 


that way," 
Mr. Hirst .said. 
"It 


would mean that the entire force 
would have to remain idle for six 
months without pay, if it did not in 
the meantime leave the service, 
with the further probability that 
the legislature would take no ac- 
tion until May, practically

SAY HOTEL CLERKS 


Women Lead in Game of 


Honesty, Cashiers 


Aver; Men Are 


Dodgers 


"The male sex is a gambling sex 


—that is why men are mote dishon- 
est than women, and why they more 
often "sqip" or '.forget" to pay their 
hotel bill," declared a local 
hotel 


clerk yesterday when asked if he 
thought women arc more 
honest 


than men in their dealings 
with 


people. "If a man gets by with a 
"little game" he congratulates him- 
self and thinks that it was worth 
the chance. If he gets caught, he 
accepts his hard luck. A woman 
will not take this chance as a rule. 
She loathes the thought of dishon- 
esty, especially in money matters. 
As a general rule the women want 
to be free from the worry of being 
dishonest." 


That women lead in the game of 


honesty is the unanimous statement 
of Madison hotel clerks and cashiers. 
They say that'in nine cases out of 
ten the woman guest is sure to pay 
her bill. 


As ajule men do not "skip bills" 


as that is too small a game. On the 
other hand they more frequently 
forget to pay. bills' of large amounts. 
The men ,who -do "skip" bills are 
those who are "one-night standers," 
and it'is hardly worth our while to 
hunt them up, said a local hotel 
clerk. 


"A man who is remaining as our 


guest for over three days wouldn't 
try to transgress in this matter as 
the hotel employes know him and 
would be able to identify him. In 
this matter we are protected by the 
state organization of hotel men. 
Men who fail to pay their bills are 
divided into 
three 
classes—those 


who forget, those who have a hard- 
luck story and those who make a 
business of "skipping" bills. 


"The first class we forgive as ab- 


sent-minded and they are utterly 
dumbfounded when we remind them 
,of their negligence," a local cashier 
said yesterday. ^"Then those of the 
second class we also forgive 
as 


they are made up of the good-spend- 
ers and while in town they have a 
real celebration. 
When the 
time 


comes to settle they find they have 
run short and must take leave 'si- 
lently'. 
The third class nre pro- 


fessionals who 
have 'a 
different 


name for every hotel register. We 
have often traced them by phone. 
The operator calls back and asks 
for the name under which he is reg- 
istered. If the name is a fake, the 
operator comes back with, "Never 
heard of him before.'" 


"Women of the second class are 


not professional travelers," declared 
another hotel clerk. "More often 
they. come to the city to look for 
work, or are on their vacation. They 
either fail to^nd work or spend all 
their money "and settle by leaving 
their baggage." Professional women 
traveling are 
morp 
conscientious 


and more prompt in paying their 
bills than men."

Th« New York Call, a Socialist newspaper, we understand, 


isi about to appeal to th« United States Supreme Court from a 
verdict of the Court of Appeals of the District of Columbia, up- 
holding the action of former Postmaster General Burleson dur- 
ing the war in exclndlng that publication from the privileges of 
Meond-daeH mail 


Because we believe that the issues In this case strike at the 


very fundamentals of free speech and the freedom of the press, 
and thereby at the very foundation of our American system of 
democracy, we earnestly invite not only our regular readers but 
the editors and publishers of other newspapers to examine the 
questions involved and the implications to be drawn from the 
decision of the District court. 


It is a matter that cannot be lightly dismissed on the as- 


sumption that it merely affects a particular publication holding 
views which, we believe, are repugnant to those of a vast major- 
ity of the American people. The Evening Sun has no sympathy 
whatever with the political program of the Call. It is opposed 
to the setting up of socialism in any form, either peaceably or 
by force. It has combated the principles advocated by the Call, 
and will continue 90 to do, believing, as it does, such principles 
to be unsound. But, as we see It, the respectability or lack of re- 
spectability of that newspaper's doctrines in the estimate of our- 
selves or others has little to do with the case. 


What Is very much involved in the case, however, is a ques- 


tion of censorship; and we sincerely believe, with all due defer- 
ence to the Federal bench, that, if the decision of the District 
Court of Appeals ifl allowed to sta*d unchallenged, there will 
have been set up by judicial precept a doctrine of law utterly at 


The Call was deprived of its second-daw mail privilege in 


November, 1917, under cover of the Espionage act of June 15, 
1917, by the then Postmaster-General, Mr. Burleson. This priv- 
ilege is a necessity to every newspaper. What was the precise 
basis for this action has never been very clearly atated, but 
whatever the acts alleged, they were also, under the Espionage 
act, criminal offenses and hfcvlly punishable. Mr. Burleson, 
however, made no effort to lay the evidence upon which he acted 
before a jury; he simply took away the Call's second-class priv- 
ilege, and so attempted to put it out of business. 


On January 19,1919—the war then being over—the editors 


of the paper petitioned the Postmaster-General for reinstate- 
ment. For eleven months, or until December, 1920, the petition 
was held pigeonhold in Mr. Bnrleson'e desk, and then curtly de- 
nied. 
' ' 


But with an amendment. Originally the Call had been 


brought to book under the Espionage act; now it was accused of 
violating Section 211 of the Criminal Code, as amended by the 
act of March 4,1911—six years before the United States entered 
th« war. This section declares unmailable all matter which is 
"of a character tending to incite arson, murder and assassin- 
ation/' The circulation of such matter, needless to say is, and 
always has been, a criminal offense, punishable by heavy penal- 
ties. But even now the Postmaster-General hesitated to go be- 
fore a jury with his evidence. Instead, he simply continued his 
flat in force. But whereas, by its original terms, that fiat limited 
the exclusion to second-class mailing privileges and permitted 
the Call—at ruinous, rates, to be sure—to go through the mails 
as first-class matter, now it was barred altogether, and so faced 
complete destruction as a newspaper. 


The editors of thepapemow turned to the courts for relief. 


After the usual delays they were given their day in the Supreme 
court of the District of Colombia. This court, after examining 
the evidence submitted by Mr. Burleson, forthwith upset his 
continuing order and directed that the Call be restored to the 
mails. Immediately, thereupon the Postmaster-General entered 
an appeal to the Court of Appeals of the restrict. It is with the 
decision of this latter court, upholding the Postoffice Depart- 
ment, that we have to deal Not only was it a complete triumph 
for Mr. Burleson, but, we believe, for the whole intolerable sys- 


tern of censorship which he was bent upon installing under the 
auspices of his department. 


Stripped of the verbiage which clothes it; here, 
taeff**, 


is what that decision means: That any man who advocate, a 
cnange in the government of the United State*, which chant* 
woTbe rele" forcibly by those who approve its pr— t „.. 
would be held to be guilty of circulating ' matter of 
tending to incite arson, murder and assassmation," and that the 
Postmaster-General may personally and privately decide whena 
man has gone so far. Having decided so in the case of a news- 
paper, he may thereupon bar that newspaper fromthe maite. 
?n brik every newspaper or other periodical under this dec* on 
is placed in the position of existing only by the graceofthe 
Postmaster-General By^virtue of it, we respectfully sobmit, 
that official is given a power of censorship more abntrary than 
any conceived of since the Middle Ages. 
' 


To say, as the Court undertakes to say, that the grant of 


such powers "does not constitute a censorship cf the press is to 
ignore the obvious. And that the evidence which the court re- 
cites as the basis of its judgment should have been W** 
seriously by that body is scarcely less inccnceivable. To hold 
that the Call, in advocating the overthrow of capitalism, in ap- 
proving the crsizy .doctrines of the Russian Soviets, and »n talk- 
ing darkly of another American revolution on some vague to- 
morrow, was seeking to "incite to arson, murder and assassina- 
tion " is, with all due respect to the Court, pure nonsense. It is 
a right guaranteed all citizens of the United States in the very 
terms of the Declaration of Independence, when government 
leads "through a long chain of abuses and usurpations * 
to absolute despotism ' * . * * to throw off such government, 
to alter it or to abolish it." 


If the majority of the people of the United States decided 


tomorrow that the existing government of the republic had be- 
come a despotism and should be altered or abolished—that Con- 
gress should be disbanded and Soviets set up in Washington, 
that Federal judges should be removed unanimously from the 
bench and sent into exile in the Philippines—then it would be 
their clear right, under the compact which lies at the bottom of 
all their rights, to put that decision into effect, and, if resistance 
were offered, to put it into effect by force. And what they may 
do tomorrow, they may obviously discuss today, that they may 
weigh its advantages intelligently and decide against it freely 
if they be so inclined. To take away from them that right of 
free discussion, under whatever cloak of patriotic pretension— 
to set up an irresponsible authority to determine what ideas 


they may hear and what idea, they may not hear-to do this « 
to commit an invMl«m of their f ondamenUl ri«hf tea times « 
dangerous as any threatened by the Taporing* of Socialist do^ 
trinaries. The people have a clear remedy again* these pro 
poflterotw agitators; they may torn their backa on them and 
laugh them down. But when a cetwowWp ta «et up orer them 
they have no each clear remedy. It begins by declaring certain 
ideas subversive; it ends by calling anything robrersive thai 
questions its own tyranny. 


In Justice It must be said that the Supreme Court in the cas« 


of the MUwaukee Social Democrat handed down March 7 last a 
decision which, apparently, gives some support to the position 
taken by the Court of Appeals of the District of Colombia in tha 
Call case. But since the Milwaukee opinion was delivered oat 
of the judges of the highest court ha* died, and there is at kasrt 
ground for hope that on a fresh appeal the influence of Jostle* 
Brandeis and Holmes, who have so often held out against In- 
fringements upon Constitutional guarantees, wifl be rtroogei 
than it has been in the past. In any event the Call proposes t< 
appeal, and The Evening Sun will share Its rejoicing if It wins, 


To be sure the present Postmaster-General, Mr. Hays, has 


in point of fact already restored the Call to the mails, but ths 
fact that Its righla rest merely open this new fiat, however be- 
nign, is no less violative of the principles involved. It is upoi 
that ground, as we understand it, that the appeal to the highes) 
court is to be taken. If the Supreme Court restores the Call ti 
its full rights we shall then and there have a beginning of lh< 
end of censorship. If the appeal fails—and if, as a matter of 
permanent judicial construction, a newspaper must continue U 
exist merely by the beneficent grace of a Portmaster-General 
or die at his will—then, indeed, the time wiD have arrived fen 
the American press, as a whole, to look to its safety and freedom. 


We go further. Bearing in mind aH that we hold againsi 


the principles advocated by the Call, its cranky doctrines, its es 
travagances and its raucous bad taste in its advocacy of iti 
pinchbeck "revolution," but insisting on its inalienable right U 
speak and to be heard, we make this proposition: The Even in; 
Sun, if the offer is acceptable, will be glad to contribute $500 t< 
the Call's fund for carrying its case to the Supreme Court. Ami 
it calls upon all other American newspapers that believe gen- 
uinely in free speech and a free press to follow it. Especially fl 
calls upon those that are unalterably opposed to the Call polit- 
ically and denounce its ideas on every occasion. The cause in- 
volved is the cause of free speech in America.
